BRITISH BEATEN BACK. 


Berlin, Nov. 7.—On the Somme yes- 
terday the British made an attack near 
Eauconrt I'Abbaye, but were immedi- 
ately beaten back, the war office an- 
noimced today. 


The capture of a Russian bridgehead 
cn the Stokhod is reported by the war 
office. On the northern part of the front 
between Dvinsk and^^ke Narocz Rus- 
sian artillery is displaying marked activ- 
ity. 


On the Transylvanian front, in the 
region of Tulghes, the Russiasn yester- 
day forced back Austro-German troópa, 
it is announced officially. 
Thè Teutonic 
forces gained ground west of Bodza pass. 


Near Rothenthurm the Austrians and 
Germans advanced and took more than 
1,000 prisoners. 
Near Vulcan pass fur- 
ther ground was gained. 


"English Naval Losses. 


"The sinking of a British sinall cruis- 
er off the Irish coast by a German sub- 
marine has increased the total British 
losses in battleships and cruisers, to 
501,790 tons," says an Overseas news 
agency announcement today. '^This does 
not include British auxiliary cruisers, 
submarines, 
torpedo 
boats 
or 
guard 
ships lost. 


"According to the known strength of 
the British navy at the beginning of the 
war, it has lost 14 per cent of its bat- 
tleships, 30 per cent of its armored 
cruisers and 14 per cent of its protected 
cruisers. Thirty-nine ships of a total of 
443,500 tons have been destroyed by 
German naval forces. 


"The extent of the British losses is 
notable in view of the fact that at the 
beginning of the war tl/e French navy's 
tonnage was 497,000 and the Italian 
navy's 335,000. 


"Moreover, the British navy has lost 
forty torpedo boats of 71,500 tons and 
seventy-six submarines. 


"The figures given out take into con- 
sideration only those losses regarding 
which no doubt exists." 


The reference in the foregoing to a 
Briti.sh warship sunk off the Irish coast 
doubtless concerns the German admiral- 
t3'' announcement on Nov. 5 that a small 
British cruiser of old construction had 
been sunk by a German submarine off 
the west coast of Ireland. The British 
admiralty in its comment on 'the Ger- 
man report stated it was evident the 
annoimcement referred to the sinking of 
the British minesweeper Gcnisce the 
loss of which wag announced Qct. 26.

Chicago, Nov. 7.—By far the largest 
vote in the history of Illinois elections 
is expected to be cast today by reason 
,of the fact that women for'the first time 
voted for president and vice-president. 
Prtrmise of fair weather throughout the 
state was also counted on by party man- 
agers to aid in bringing about a heavy 
vote. 
Approximately two million voters 
have registered in the state and party 
leaders estimated that close to 1,800,- 
000 votes Avould be cast, of which num- 
ber 600,000 or 700,000 would be east 
by women. 
The women, however, enjoy 
only partial suffrage, Keing permitted to 
vote for president and vice-president, 
but not for state offices, except trustees 
of the state university. 


Chicago, with more than 800,000 vot- 
ers, started the voting in the state polls 
here opening at 6 a. m. and' closing at 
4 o'clock this afternoon. 
Down state 
the polls opened at 7 a. m., and will re- 
main open until 5 p. m. 
In order to 
guard against fraudulent voting in Chi- 
cago and other populous centers of the 
state civic organizations prepared to aid 
the party and election managers by 
sending watchers and detectives 
into 
suspected wards and precincts. 
A full 
state ticket is to be chosen. 
In Chicago 
principal interest aside from the presi- 
dential contest centered in the three- 
cornered race for state attorney among 
whom are Maclay Hosme (dem.), incum- 
bent, Harry B. Miller (rep.) and W. A. 
Cunhea isoc.). 


By 8:30 o'clock two and one-half 
hours after the polls opened in Chicago, 
It was estimated at the offlce of the 
board of election commissioners - that 
one-third of the city's registered vote 
was cast.

I^ome of Lincoln's Great-Grandfather. 


BY MILTON BRONNER. 


Reading, Pa., Nov. 7.—"Yes, my name 
is Lincoln. 
Come in, won't you?" 


When I stepped into the hallway of 
the neat little house on North Ninth 
street in this city, I would have known 
I was talking to a Lincoln if the elderly 
man had not spoken a word. 
He was 
not tall and gaunt like "Uncle Abe," 
but he had the eyes and nose and mouth 
and even the chin whiskers so familiar 
in some of the famous jnctures of the 
martyr president. 
The resemblance was 
even more startling than photographs 
indicated. 


And here was a piquant touch—every 
once in a while he spoke with a slightly 
German accent. 
It turned out that his 
mother was an American of German an- 
cestry. 
My host was Richard G. Lin- 
coln,'who, with his brothers, Alfred ard 
Harrison, is ^ing to vote for Wils.-n 
for president. 


"I am a third cousin of Abe Lincoln," 
said my host. 
"My father Avas John 
Lincoln and his grandfather, Thomas 
Lincoln, was a first cousin of the great- 
est in our family. I never met Abe. He 
was bom in Kentucky and grew up in 
Illinois, and I was kept busy working 
on the farm near Loraine in this coun- 
ty. 
The place became mine by inher- 
itance and there still stands on it the 
home of Abe 
Lincoln's 
great 
grand- 
father, built back in 1733, when the 
original Lincoln was a prosperous land- 
OAvner with 1,000 acres. 


"On Pennsylvania 
day 
at 
.Shado'.v 
Lawn I was one of the Pennsylvania 
pilgrims, together with ray brother AI 
fred. 
We were introduced to the presi- 
dent and he at once remarked on my 
close resemblance to the great Lincoln. 


"The president is certainly not a hand- 
some man, but neither was Abe Lincoln. 
Judging by his deeds, it seems to me he 
is a second Lincoln. He is just as pas- 
sionately opposed to war as was Lincoln 
If you know" your American history, 
you* will rememljcr Lincoln didn't want 
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war with the south. 
He was always 
pleading that diplomacy and reason and 
ballots should decide the questions that 
were vexing the nation and not angry 
words and unreason and bullets. 


"Lincoln was tender-hearted. 
It an- 
guished his spirit to 
think 
of 
men 
wounded and maimed and torn by the 
shot and shell of battle. 
You will re- 
member how he visited the hospitals 
and agonized over the injured and dy- 
ing men. Well. Wilson is like that, too. 
He is trying to prevent this country 
from enduring all the horrors of war 
and he is succeeding. 


"Lincoln Avas strong for the common 
people. 
So is Wilson. 
He has done 
everything in his power to help those 
who have needed friends. He has freed 
labor, he has freed children. 
In fact, 
he has made this a freer country. 
Wil- 
son is like Lincoln in that he recognize« 
only one boss—the common people. You 
can't make that too strong. 
You can't 
dwell too much on that." ^

American Association in a 
Statement Regarding 
Hoosierdom. 


Washington, Nov. 7.—Tlie Aiuericaii 
Forestry association, of Washington, D. 
^ C., -whicii is endeavoring to eecurf better 
; forestry laws for Tarious states, makes 
the following statement regarding the 
situation in Indiana: 


I 
The time has gone by in this country 
'\when 
state 
forestry 
work 
requiring 
trained supervision, can be successfully 
directed by persons appointed for politi- 
cal reasons and 
lacking 
the training 
requisite to fitness for the office. 
Indi- 
ana alone of all the eastern states still 
adheres to this plan. 
The present state 
forester had no education on his subject 
at a professional forest school, and his 
acquaintance with his duties is such as 
lie has been able to absorb after his ap- 
pointment. 
This means education 
at 
the expense of the state. Even with the 
best intentions- on the part of the for- 
ester, such a system cannot recommend 
Itself to the taxpayers of Indiana, and 
should the incumbent prove indifferent 
to his responsibilities 
and regard his 
salary as a reward for political services 
previously given, rather than payment 
for duty to be performed, the system 
breaks down completely. 


Minnesota, which permits the state 
forestry board to appoint its own ex- 
ecutive forester, secured a gi-aduate of 
the State Forestry college and has re- 
tained him since 1911. 
Wisconsin has 
had a trained forester since 1904. 
Mich- 
igan state forestry work has been in 
the hands of a trained man since 1899, 
the present state forester being a grad- 
uate of a forest school. 


Kentucky in establishinrr 
its 
stivto 
forestry department in I9I2, prescribed 
in the law that the forester must be a 
technically trained man. 
A gi-aduate of 
a forest school wag appointed and has 
been 
recently 
re-appointed 
for 
four 
years. 


Six southern states have establishaJ 
forestry departments and in every in- 
stance have insisted upon the appoint- 
ment of trained men as state foresters. 
Forest school graduates are in charge 
of the state 
Avork 
in Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. 
Practically 
all states which have forestrj' depart- 
ments at all have insisted that foresters 
shall be employed by the state instead 
of politicians to run the department. 


The state forestry board of Indiana 
was created in 1903, but the law which 
established the board made it impos- 
sible for the board ever to do effective 
H-ork by depriving it of the power to 
i,ppoint its secretary or state forester. 


As a result not a single appointee to 
this ofSce in the last fourteen years has 
bad any technical equipment 
for 
his 
kork, and the system is a failure. 
In- 
diana must change her forestry law and 
give 
to the state foreetrj' board the 
power to appoint a technically trained 
and 
scientifically 
equipped 
state 
for- 
ester. 
A continuance of tlio proHcnt 
polirj^y means ¡pck of progm--- in f-irostiy 
in the stiltf.

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A Remarkable 
Campaign 


Recent years have developed some remarkable changes in Amer- 
ican political campaigns. The quadrennial national upheaval over 
politics is not all of the character to which we were accustomed in 
what are occasionally referred to as "the good old days." We do 
things differently now, and the change was never more strikingly man- 
ifest than in the great contest now drawn to a close. It was quite un- 
like even the fight of four years ago, and comparison with still earlier 
contests develops almost no similarity whatever. 


Not only have issues changed, but teacties have changed. There 
has been no lessening of party intensity, but there has been happily 
B diminuation of party bitterness. We are doing more reading, more 
thinking and infinitely less ranting than was once considered a nec- 
essary requisite to a political campaign. We are more tolerant. We 
are more respectful of another's opinion. We have come to concede 
that there is a possibility that he may be right, and we may be wrong. 
We are constrained to admit he may be following his best light as we 
are follo^ving ours. The bitterness of politics does not endure as it 
did long ago. After it's over, we do not perpetuate a feud; we forget it. 


Another striking thing in the campaign just closed Avas the fact 
that business Avent right along in spite of it. There was none of the 
customary halt that in former years kept commerce and industry 
marking time until the voters ended their argument at the polls. This 
very happily, we think, indicates an increasing confidence and an in- 
creasing conviction in the sanity and the patriotism of the people. It 
means a fuller realization of tlie fact that the common end sought Is 
the best interests of the country—that the purpose is identical what- 
ever the method by which it is sought to attain it. Wc have just 
passed through some three or four months of political activity, and we 
are still on speaking terms with our neighbor. American politics is 
clearly evoluting in the proper direction.

RUBBISH BREEDS FIRES. 


A brief dispatch announces the death at Coming, N. Y., of George 
B. Brown. The news will mean little to the average reader—^but 
freorge R. Brown is the man who founded the system of discipline 
which has been adopted by nearly all American railroads, including 
the widely-known Rule G, which forbids the use of intoxicants by 
railroad employes. There can be no gainsaying the importance of the 
system evolved by this man with the vision to see that first and fore- 
most railroad efficiency must depend not so much upon shops, and loeo- 
motives and cars as upon the men who operate them.- In no branch 
of industrial activity is there a finer, more sturdy or more trust- 
worthy army than that which operates American railroads—and they 
are so largely because long ago this man laid the basis in wholesome 
and exacting discipline that came to be quickly accepted because dis- 
cerning railroad employes themselves quickly saw that safety depend- 
ed not alone upon their personal performance, but upon that of all 
their associates as well. 


More or less definite reports emanating from eastern sources are 
to the general effect that Colonel Roosevelt plans to permanently retire 
from active participation in politics—that his last address in behalf 
of Mr. Hughea was his swan song, and that he now purposes withdraw- 
ing from the arena in which he has long been a militant figure and 
devote himself to the less strenuous but quite as engaging role of 
grandfather. All of which may seem wholly plausible to those who do 
. toot know the colonel by intimate association or by ijjppujtation. Those 
who do will have no faith in it. Col. Roosevelt simply can't avoid mix- 
ing in it whenever there is at least half an opportunity for him to 
do so. 


Cablegrams tell of the frenzied joy of the Polish people which 
attended the reading of the manifesto of Emperor William and Em- 
peror Francis Joseph proclaiming the purpose to restore the old king- 
dom of Poland and to make it free as a result of the war. And you 
cannot blame Poland for feeling that any change would be desirable. 
It could hardly be worse than they have been enduring—and it might 
; be a lot better. Poland has nothing to lose and everything to gain in 
the national evolution that is coming, whatever it may be. 


Europe, gone mad, burns cities as a 
part of the business of war, but wheri 
Europe was sane it set an example to 
the world in the prevention of losses by 
.fire.

year earlier it might have meant a dif- 
ference of 4 or 5 cents a pound in the 
price of cotton to most southern farmers 
this year.

And during the last fiscal 
year—1918—it cost 
Uncle 
Sam just 
26.8 cents a day per man-to give the 
army the best food that any army in 
the world receives. 


Each soldier is entitled to approxi- 
mately four and a quarter pounds of 
fbod a day, and the standard ration is 
BO arranged that there is_ great variety 
as well as high nutriment'in the ration^ 
Twenty oimces (a poimd and a quarter) 
of fresh beef is the standard meat diet. 


Instead of beef, any of the following 
meats may be substituted: An equiva- 
lent quantity of fresh mutton, bacon, 
canned meat when it is impracticable 
to furnish fresh meat, dried, pickled or 
canned fish, and on Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, turkey. 


Instead of the eighteen ounces of flour 
and baking powder allowed per man eadi 
day, soft or hard bread, or corn meal 
may be substituted. . Instead of beans, 
the mess may contain rice or hominy.

7.—^Whoever wins 
the 
presidential 
election, 
the 
United 
States is certain to oe governed during 
the next 
four years by the son of a 
preacher. 


If Charles E. Hughes should win, how- 
ever, the Baptist church, for the first 
time since the republic was created, will 
have 
a representative 
in the 
White 
House. 
There never has been a presi- 
dent who belonged to the Baptist church. 


As a rule the presidents of the United 
States have been Christian believers. Of 
tho twenty-seven, a few, notaVjly Thomas 
Jefferson and Andrew Johnson, were not 
connected with any church, but their in- 
timate biographers record them as be- 
licver.s in the Christian faith. 
Thomas 
Jefferson is described as a liberal and 
non-sectarian. Andrew Johnson most fre- 
quently attended the Methodist church, 
of which his wife was a devout member. 


Most of the presidents have belonged to 
the Episcopalian church—especially 
the 
earlier presidents. 
Of the first ten presi- 
dents five were members of that church. 
Washington was a devout communicant 
and 
many years 
a vestryman 
in his 
parish. 
It was only natural that' the re- 
ligious predilections of the . early presi- 
dents should tend toward the Episcopal 
church, the Church of England, for the 
first census—that of 1790—shows that 82 
per. cent'of the population of the United 
States was of English bu-th and straight 
English extraction.

Lafayette, ind., Nov. 7.—Tests are be- 
ing made by the school of electrical en- 
gineering of Purdue university on in- 
.sulators u.'^ed by power transmis.sion com- 
panies. 
Most of the insulators 
tested 
were of porcefain, and were designed to 
carry from 33,000 to 45,000 volts. 
To 
test the capacity of the insulators in 
ordinary atmospheric conditions as high 
as 120,000 volt.s were used in the cir- 
cuits, and the amount of current jump- 
ing across the insulators was measured. 


Similar tests were made with the in- 
sulators subjected to a spray of water 
duplicating conditions during rains. The 
insulators were found to be about half 
as efficient in rain as in dry weather. 
To determine the ability of the porcelain 
itself to withstand puncture, the insulator 
was placed under oil. 
This prevented 
the current from going around the insu- 
lator, and made the ortly path available 
directly through the insulator. 
As high 
as 273,000 volts were required to punc- 
ture some of the insulators tested. 


The transformer used to produce the 
voltages was used first at the St. Louis 
exposition in 1904, and later rebuilt as 
thesis work by students in 1909.

Death in America, in a Ma- 
jority of Cases, is Needless 
Waste of Human Life, 
Due, Authorities. Claim, to 
Sickness 
That 
Could 
Easily Be Forestalled.

Washington, Nov. 
If war is hell— 
unorganized peace likewise! 


More people die in the United State», 
in one year from preventable diseases 
than died in the army of any nation in 
the European war in the same period! 


More than a third as many people 
die in the United States in a year from 
tuberculosis than are lost by any one 
nation in war! 


These facts appear in an examination 
to learn if peace is more 
destructive 
than war—peace where there is lack of 
organization and lack of proper han- 
dling of human lives! 


Tile following figures show the num- 
ber of deaths in the United States in 
one year caused by the nine principal 
diseases which cause the death of more 
than half the people in the coimtry, 
compared with the losses in war by the 
European nations, according 
to 
pub- 
lished casualty lists and estimates by 
army officers: 
United States 
770,000 


France (first year) 
700,000 


Russia 
450,000 


Germany 
425,000 


Austria 
350,000 


England 
125,000 


Of the nine principal diseases (»using 
death in the United States only one is 
unpreventable. 


Taking 1914, the latest for which mor- 
tality statistics are available, the fig- 
ures show the largest cause' of mor- 
tality was heart disease, which caused 
150,000 deaths. 


According to tiie United States pub- 
lic health service, heart disease is large- 
ly preventable, 
t is due to bad ton- 
sils, 
septic 
conditions, 
rheumatism, 
scarlet fever—all diseases which, if con- 
trolled, would enormously reduce the 
resulting heart disease and the conse- 
quent mortality.

Pneumonia claimed 
120,000 victims, 
while not half that many need have 
died, according to authorities. 


Nephritis, or kidney disease, killed 
101,000 in 1914, and acute nephritis is 
regarded • largely 
preventable. 
Cancer 
claimed 78,000; it is regarded preventa- 
ble by operation in the early stages. 


Diarrhoea and 
enteritis of 
infants, 
under two years, claimed 65,000 little 
victims. 
Tlüs is little short of murder, 
since it is almost all preventable by 
sanitary handling of babies' milk. 


Germany, with a loss of 425,000 in 
killed in a year, had a lower death rate 
after adding these losses to the ordi- 
nary deaths, than Russia, Spain, or Ru- 
mania had in time of, peace. 
ITie com- 
bined war and ordinary: deaths in Ger- 
many were 22 per thousand. 
In time 
of peace the Russian rate is 28.9, Ru- 
mania, 23.8, Spain 22.1, Bulgaria 21.5, 
Serbia 21.1, Japan 20.4, France 19.6, and 
Italy 17.9. 


Germany, at war, is better off, so far 
as death rates 
are 
concerned, than 
Spain, Russia and Rumania at peace, 
and almost as well off as the other coun- 
tries named. 


And the United States is peacefully 
murdering, or at least allowing to die 
unnecessarily, more people each 
year 
than any one of the belligereiits is los- 
ing by bullets on the battlefields. 


WlMle war, with all its horrors, takes a death toll in Europe that mounts 
into the hundreds of thousands, unorganized peace that permits preventable dis- 
ease to flourish, mows down men, women and children in even greater num- 
bers in the United States.

In the strangest political speech erer

heaven, told what he thought his wife 
would say if she could be with him and 
called upon voters to believe in him and 
prevent his three little children from be- 
ing shamed forever. 


The Lyceum theater in St. Joseph -was 
packed when McDaniels made his strange 
•speoch. 
Men fought for places in win- 
dows so they might hear. AVomen were 
crushed and three were taken to the city 
hospital for emergency treatment. 


When the 
curtain 
arose 
McDaniels 
stood on the stage alone.

have anyone to introduce him because he 
did not know if he had a friend in the 
community, after 
months 
of gossip in 
which many tales have been told about 
him and his alleged murder of his wife. 


McDaniels raised his hand for silence, 
but men shouted and women acreamed. 
Two little girls in a box jumped onto the 
stage and shook his hands. 


'Ladie.3 and gentlemen," he said, "it 
has not been my good fortune these last 
few dreary weeks to receive plaudits of 
this kind. When the world looks pretty 
dark and sad, one appreciates more than 
ever the love of his fellow men. 


I have prayed that I may be able to 
talk with you as man to man. 
I have 
prayed not to shed a tear." 


McDaniels outlined his work on a farm, 
his schooling, his 
marriage 
to Harriet 
Moss, his childhood sweetheart, and told 
. how she helped him to success as a law 
student, then aa a lawyer.

home life, he said: 


"I worked outside and Harriet inside. 
She planted the tuberoses and I dug flow- 
er beds iu our yard when she wanted 
them."

—the hungry jaws of the 
God of War—and it is called 
•'No Man's Land." 
There 
is a wide stretch of open 
country, 
sometimes 
more, 
sometimes less, between the 
tw^lines of tremendous guns that fire the high- 
explosive shells into the opposing trench lines. 
The advance trenches, themselves, are part of 
the territory between the Jaws of steel—like 
corrugations on the roof of the mouth, or on the 
gums just above the teeth. 
But they are dif- 
ferent in this: The teeth of those huge jaws— 
the shells of monstrous engines of destruction— 
bite Into these ridges just as well as into the 
space between the two lines, and everything 
that enters there is subject to the process of 
mastication of being ground and 
torn 
into 
pieccs between those terrible, unrelenting, im- 
passioned jaws of steel. 


Thousands of men—^hundreds of 
thousands, 
•ven millions of them—have been sent into this 
maw between the insatiable jaws, and just be- 
cause there were so many of them that the god 
of war could not consume them at one gulp, 
eome of them came back alive and whole. 
A 
small proportion only, but some. 


Since the British and French, with the aid 
of territorials and a few Kussians, started the 
, "big push" on the Soninie front, there have 
been daily feeds for the god of war. 
Charge 
has succeeded charge with machine-like regu- 
Marity, the continuity being broken only by the 
'Bccaslonal counter charge of the Teutonic al- 
lies, who contribute their share of flesh and 
blood to the daily quota. And steadily the jaws 
have moved onward into the territory lield by 
the Germans, shifting to a new position from 
• flay to day, as the wedge of the allies was driven 
further and further into the German lines.

When Endurance Ceases. 


B 
UT, between charges, there must be a rest; 
at night, sometimes, the human endurance 
Of . men Is exhausted and activities must cease 
for a few hours. 
It is then that "No Man's 
.Land" Is invaded by a different force, by per- 
sons on a new errand. 
This is the hour for the 
hospital corps, the Red Cross, the rescuers, to 
- : make .such ventures as they can into the terri- 
tory between the lines and bring back to the 
^tase hospitals such of the fighting men as may 


have a chance for recovery from their wounds 
and exposure. 


Etienne 
Sarqcieux, 
Adolphe Marcervie 
and 
Henri Printemps de Malleval were of this hos- 
pital corps of the French 
army—Hospitallers 
F-anca'se. 
Niglitly they risked their lives in 
the cause of humanity and brought bacli from 
the dread territory comrades and soldiers of the 
enemy whose remaining energy soon would have 
been exhau.sted had not the assistance arrived 
when it did. Thoy and their brethren were re- 
sponsible, as much as the e.\cellent corps of 
purgeons and nur.ses, for the large number of 
French vrho reached the hospitals and recovered 
health and strength. 


The three, inseparable companions, were at- 
tached to a poste de secours behind the lines 
near Bethune when the tide of charge and 
counter charge rolled constantly about that lit- 
tle village. 
Engaged, as they were, all the 
night in the work of rescue, they were, of 
course, relieved for sleep in the day time; but 
it was often that, unless totally exhausted by 
the previous night's labors, they were unable to 
sleep because of the intensity of the shell fire 
from the enemy lines and the answering out- 
pourings of the French and British guns back 
of their nost. 


When the high-explosive shells of the Ger- 
mans began to break with frequency about the 
trenches of the French, tlie tiiree companions 
knev/ a charge might be expected and that their 
work during the ensuing night would be much 
heavier than u.sual Vjecauso of the number of 
men sure to fall in the desperate charges. 
At 
such times it was their custom to proceed to the 
advance trenches occupied by a certain battalion 
of Yorkshiremen, who generally were the first 
to feel the brunt of any attaclt from the op- 
posing lines.

Attack Before Sunrise. 


kNE morning, in the grim, graj^ hour just 
before sunrise, when they had come in 
from their final survey of "No Man's Land," the 
crash of an exploding shell startled them as 
they were about to wash up 
and 
turn 
in. 
Hastily they abandoned their intentions and 
hurried where their Yorkshire friends 
were 
turning from the bomb-proof dugouts to don 
shoes, puttees, coat.«? and rifle belts. 
And each 
minute thereafter shells began falling in thicker 
profusion and closer proximity, for the Germans 
had the range, and soon forced everybody to 
take shelter. 
Then, as tea was served, came 


edly were going to attack, and the order came 
to man the firing trench. 


Etienne, always the leader of the three, pro- 
ceeded with the Yorkshiremen to the 
firing 
trench, slightly In advance of the dug-out line, 
and there, crouching under tiie bomb shelter, 
watched through the loophole above him the 
advance of the Germans. 


At first the air was so thick with dust and 
gaseous smoke that he was unable to see more 
tiian 30 yards in advance of the trench. He won- 
dered at first how the look-outs managed to tell 
what the enemy was doing. 
Then, as suddenly 
as if some person had 
turned 
an 
electric 
switch, the roar of exploding shells stopped and 
there remained only the voices of the French 
and British artillery that had been barking and 
roaring answer to the Germans from the rear. 
Then the mist began to thin, to swirl and tear 
apart, as If driveni by great fans. 
Dull red 
flashes, the explosions 
of 
British 
shrapnel, 
stabbed the air, a good distance off, at first; 
then coming nearer and nearer. 


Then through the thinning cloud of dust and 
smoke, a vague, indefinite shape began to take 
form. It assumed the proportions of a moving 
body, and Etienne knew it was the Germans ad- 
vancing as fast as the ground would permit. 
Over and above the Indefinite mass, the red 
flashes 
continued to burst venomously, while 
the long, shapeless mass, itself, seemed to be 
spitting a thin stream of 
fire 
towards 
the 
Frenchmen. 
The Germans, as they ran, were 
shooting from the hlD.

Danger Fascinates. 


T 
HEN there burst forth, sharp and high above 
the boom of big guns and whine of shrap- 
nel, the staccato rattle of machine guns and 
rifles. Etienne, despite the warnings of a griz- 
zled English sergeant, remained at his loop- 
hole—even raised himself on tiptoe and peered 
over the breastworks, though he had seen the 
same thing repeated often enough before.

It held, always, a sort of strange fascination for 
him. 


Peering, he could see the gray masses of the 
Germans, not more than a couple of hundred 
yards away, withering under the blast of steel.

on the other side of the steel Jaws. 
And soon 
the noise of big guns and shrapnel died away 
and all was quiet again—as quiet as It ever is 
along the firing lines of the big battlefield. 


He had seen this before from the front and 
the rear—the Germans and the French-Brttlsh 
in these desperate and, often, useless charges. 
Nor was he deceived 
by the quiet 
which 
reigned. 
He knew that in a few minutes the 
wounded and dying out there In "No Man's 
Land" would begin a chorus of shrieks and 
groans and that the noise of the agony and 
suffering of the wounded would penetrato even 
to that trench. 
So he returned to his quarters, 
there to sleep until he should be called alter 
dusk to go with his companions about that 
same dread spot and rescue such of these 
men whom he had seen shot down as might 
then still be alive and worth saving.

/NTO "NO MAN*S LAND " 


ETIENNE carried a lantern. 
Adolphe and 
Henri each bore stretcher and bandages— 
first aid kits were strapped to the belts of all 
three. 
They stepped forth from the most ad- 
vanced trench and moved with sure steps out 
into "No Man's Land," seeking him who might 
be brought back inside the lines and restored 
to life and, maybe, happiness. 


Etienne, with his lantern carefully shielded, 
went in advance, the other^ following closely 
until they reached the spot that marked the 
furthest advance of the Germans. 
There they 
began the work of examining Ihe wounded and 
caring for them. 
Many of the men who were 
but slightly hurt and could still crawl after 
their injuries were given first aid treatment 
and were given directions for reaching the 
trenches. 


Others who had been obliged to remain pros- 
trate In "No Man's Land" nil through the day, 
because they did not wish to risk thje danger 
of a shot from the trenches of either side, made 
their way back and forth across thè dread 
territory. 
Some of these, seeing the lantern ol 
ihe lytle party, would come up and ask di- 


rections, which were given cheerfully. 
Some 
of the slightly Injured Germans were pressed 
into the first-aid service and required to as- 
sist the searching party as stretcher bearers, 
or to carry on their backs men who were un- 
able to use their own legs to get to safety. 


The trip took about two hours, but did not 
carry them far from the trench line. 
Then, 
with medical supplies and bandages exhausted, 
they were obliged to turn back; and, accom- 
panied by the Germans able to move or he 
moved, they proceeded to the trenches, where 
they turned their charges over to an ambu- 
lance corps waiting to receive the worst cases 
and were given In return, fresh quantities of 
Red Cross munitions.

German Patrol Is Met. 


T 
HIS trip took them further in—to a greater 
distance from their own lines. And a -danger 
which had not been met with on the previous 
trip and which had, in fact, been absent tor 
many nights, suddenly bobbed up before them 
as they bent. In mercy, over the fallen bodies. 
It was a wandering German patrol. 


Etienne carrying his lantern, was bending 
over a prostrate body when suddenly he be- 
cams aware of the rythmical tread of a num- 
ber of feet 
He knew It could be nothing else 
than a patrol and was about to call to his 
companions to be on their guard when, sud- 
denly, the enemy loomed up before him out of 
the darkness. 
He swung out vicloiwly at the 
first man, crashing the lantern full In the face, 
at the same time drawing his service revolver 
and emptying It Into the ranks. 


There was a double purpose In this smash- 
ing of the lantern. 
First, it might harm the 
enemy before him; second, and most Impor- 
tant, It shrouded In darkness the movements 
of his companions, who might, by throwing 
themselves among the fallen bodies thereabout, 
"play dead" and escape the capture that he 
Instinctively knew was Inevitably his portion. 


But quick as he had been, the Teutons were 
quicker; all the little party was surrounded and 
overpowered with scarcely a struggle, the num- 
ber and weight of the newcomers being sum- 
dent to render the three Frenchmen helpless. 
The 
only noise were the eight shots from 
Etienne's revolver—and these, a common oc- 
curence on nights after a big battle or des- 
perate charge, were not enough to alarm the 
sentries In the trenchesy 


"Only another man unable to stand It any 
longer," one French sentry remarked to an- 


other, as the two paused at the sound and 
peered out Into the darkness where they coulfl 
not see anything. 


So Etienne, Adolphe and Henri were pris- 
oners. 
The German commander ordered that 
they be marched along with the patrol, which 
numbered about twenty men. At this. Etienne, 
with the suave courtesy of the Parisian, in- 
terrupted with the request that they might bo 
permitted to have their hands free, and retam 
their kits of first-aid remedies, so as to ad- 
minister to wounded as they proceeded In the 
direction of the German trenches. 
This the 
lieutenant agreed to after first bavins them 
disarmed.

Taken to German Trenches. 


S 
O they marched along, the three Frenchmen 
occasionally finding opportunity, when the 
patrol paused to listen, or wait for one or two 
of its members to crawl up close to the French 
trenches and return to the main bodj', to ad- 
minister 
to some 
of 
the German 
wounded 
strewn so thickly over the field. And. as It 
seemed that they were passing out of the zona 
where the fallen were numerous and were 
reaching that section already gone over by the 
German Red Cross men, each took charge ol 
a wounded German and helped him onward 
with the little party until the trenches wer« 
reached. 


Arrived there Etienne asked for the "poste 
de secours," that the wounded might be de- 
livered. 
The Germans, taken completely aback 
by the nerve of this demand, showed the way 
and the three Frenchmen, supporting the three 
wounded Germans, marched into a hospital tent 
In back of the lines and there turned over to 
the surgeon In charge their human salvage. 
Then they were sent to "prisoners' base"; ana 
after the usual routine were sent to an In- 
terior prisoners' camp in Germany. 


But the tale of their deed reached the Urlt- 
Ish and French lines through Germans who, 
falling In succeeding charges, told of the three 
"Mad Hospitaller'' and of their exploit. 


And the t^es reached high quarters. 
Th* 
men were given mention In general orders at 
the same time the American ambulance was 
clte^ for Its excellent work. 
And, it la whis- 
pered sub rosa, that negotiations have been 
begun through th», k i n ^ o f Spain, a courtly 
gentleman Interested i ^ & c h matters, looking 
to the exchange of th|^Rree men; so that it 
is possible because they iare not actual com« 
b'atants they may be able to rejoin their com* 
mands before long.

There is often an indirect Interrelation 
between their efforts that reacts, fte- 
; quently, to the benefit of both. 


Phonograph Real Factor. 


It is to an American inventive genius 
that we owe the "talking machine," 
which is closely bound to the art of 
music; 
therefore, 
an 
American 
in- 
ventor of mechanical devices is an im- 
portant factor in the world-wide growth 
of a musical appreciation and under- 
standing. 


The most severe and prejudicial crit- 
ic of the "talking machine" will con- 
cede its unlimited possibilities aa an 
educative medium. 
The best proof of 
this is seen in the augmented number 
of local musical bodies, larger audi- 
ences and an increased interest in mu- 
sical matters in general throughout the 
country. 
The programs arranged and 
j presented by our local musical bodies 
' compare favorably with those given on 
the European Continent 


May Soon Lead Europe. 


This wave of musical culture that is 
sweeping over the country was stirred 
up directly and almost solely by the 
use of the "talking machine" and by 
the group of individuals—daring pio- 
neers—who risked their fortunes on the 
conviction the Americans are inherent- 
ly a musical people. 


The 
"talking 
machine" 
is 
rapidly 
reaching the last stage of 
improve- 
ment approaching perfection, and high 
inventive 
talent is being 
constantly 
emplo.vcd to eliminate whatever 
de- 
fects may still exist. 
Even in its pres.

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A Remarkable Campaign 


Recent years have developed some remarkable changes in Amer- 


ican political campaigns. The quadrennial national upheaval over 
politics is not all of the character to which we were accustomed in 
what are occasionally referred to as "the good old days." We do 
things differently now, and the change was never more strikingly man- 
ifest than in the great contest now drawn to a close. It was quite un- 
like even the fight of four years ago, and comparison with still earlier 
contests develops almost no similarity whatever. 


Not only have issues changed, but teactics have changed. There 


has been no lessening of party intensity, but there has been happily 


& dhninuation of party bitterness. We are doing more reading, more 
thinking and infinitely less ranting than was once considered a nec- 
essary requisite to a political campaign. We are more tolerant. We 
are more respectful of another's opinion. We have come to concede 
that there is a possibility that lie may be right, and we may be wrong. 
,We are constrained to admit he may be following his best light as we 
are following ours. The bitterness of politics does not endure as it 
did long ago. After it's over, we do not perpetuate a feud; we forget it. 


Another striking thing in the campaign just closed was the fact 


'that business went right along iix spite of it. There was none of the 
customary halt that in former years kept commerce and industry 
marking time until the voters ended their argument at the polls. This 
very happily, we think, indicates an increasing confidence and an in- 
creasing conviction in the sanity and the patriotism of the people. It 
means a fuller realization of the fact that the common end sought is 
the best interests of the country—that the purpose is identical what- 
ever the method by which it is sought to attain it. We have just 
passed through some three or four months of political activity, and we 
are still on speaking terms with our neighbor. American politics is 
clearly evoluting in the proper direction.

ETWEEN the lips of steel 


(.here is an insatiable maw 
—the hungry jaws ot the 
God of War—and It is called 
"No Man's Land." 
There 


is a wide stretch of open 
country, sometimes more, 
sometimes less, between the 


two"lines of tremendous guns that fire the high- 
txplosive shells into the opposing trench lines. 
The advance trenches, themselves, are part ot 
the territory between the jaws of steel—like 
corrugations on the roof of the mouth, or on tho 
gums just above the teeth. But they are dif- 
ferent in this: The teeth of those huge jaws— 
th« shells of monstrous engines of destruction— 
bite into these ridges lust as well, as into the 
space between the two lines, and everything 
that enters there is subject to the process of 
mastication of being ground and 
torn into 


pieces between those terrible, unrelenting, im- 
passioned jaws of steel. 


Thousands ot men—hundreds of thousands, 


even millions of them—have been sent into this 
maw between the insatiable jaws, and just be- 
cause there were so many of them that the god 
of war could not' consume them at one gulp. 
tome of them came back alive and whole. A 
small proportion only, but some. 


Since the British and French, with the aid 


of territorials and a few Russians, started the 
"big push" on the Somme front, there have 
been daily feeds for the god of war. Charge 
nas succeeded charge with machine-like regu- 
larity, the continuity being broken only by the 
occasional counter charge of the Teutonic al- 
lies, who contribute their share of flesh and 
blood to the daily quota. And steadily the jaws 
tiave moved onward into the territory held by 
the Germans, shifting to a new position from 
Say to day, as the wedge of the allies was driven 
further and further into the German lines.

When Endurance Ceases.

UT, between charges, there must he a rest: 


at night, sometimes, the human endurance 


of men Is exhausted and activities must cease 
for a few hours. It Is then that "No Man's 
Land" Is invaded by a different force, by per- 
sons on a new errand. This is the hour for the 
hospital corps, the Red Cross, the rescuers, to 
make such ventures as they can into the terri- 
tory between the lines and bring back to the 


have a chance for recovery from their wounds 
and exposure. 


Etienno Sarqcieux, Adolphe Marcervlo and 


Henri Printemps de Malleval were of this hos- 
pital corps of the French army—Hospitallers 
F'uncf.'se. 
Nightly they risked their lives in 


the cause of humanity and brought back from 
the dread territory comrades and soldiers of tho 
enemy whose remaining energy soon would have 
been exhausted had not the assistance arrived 
when it did. They and their brethren were re- 
sponsible, as much as the excellent corps of 
surgeons and nurses, for the large number of 
French who reached the hospitals and recovered 
health and strength. 


The three, inseparable companions, were at- 


tiched to a poste de secowrs behind the lines 
near Bethune when the tide of charge and 
counter charge rolled constantly about that lit- 
tle village. 
Engaged, as they were, all the 


night in the work of resc.ue, they were, of 
course, relieved for sleep in the day time; but 
it was often that, unless totally exhausted by 
tho previous night's labors, they were unable to 
sleep because, of the Intensity of the shell lire, 
from the enemy lines and the answering out- 
pourings of the French and British guns back 
of their post. 


When the high-explosive shells of the Ger- 


mans began to break with frequency about the 
trenches of the French, the three companions 
knew a charge, might be expected nml that their 
work during the ensuing night would be much 
heavier than usual because, of the number of 
men sure to fall in the desperate clinrgcs. At 
Mich times it was their custom to proceed to the 
advance trcnehes occupied by a certain battalion 
of Yorkshimmen. who generally were the first 
to feel the brunt of any attack from the op- 
posing iines.

And soon 
the noise of big guns and shrapnel died away 
and all was quiet again—ns quiet as It ever Is 


rectlons, which were given cheerfully. 
Somo 


of the slightly injured Germans were pressed 
Into the first-aid service and required to as- 
sist the searching party as stretcher bearers, 
or to carry on their backs men who were un- 
able to use their own legs to get to safety. 


The' trip took about two hours, but did not 


carry them far from the trench line. Then, 
with medical supplies and bandages exhausted, 
they were obliged to turn back; and, accom- 
panied . by the. Germans able to move or bo

peered out into the darkness where they could 
not see anything. 


So Etienne, Adolphe . and Henri. were pris- 


oners. The German commander ordered that 
they bo marched along with the. patrol, which 
numbered about twenty, men. At this, iStienne. 
with the suave courtesy of the Parisian, in- 
terrupted with the request that .they might b» 
permitted to have their, hands free, and retain 
their kits of first-aid remedies, so • as to ad- 
minister to wounded as they proceeded In the 
direction of the German trenches.

The Germans, taken completely abac* 
by the nerve of this demand, showed the way 
and the three Frenchmen, supporting the three 
wounded Germans, marched Into a hospital tent 
in back of the lines and there turned over to 
the surgeon In charge their human salvage.

But the tale of their deed reached the Brit- 


ish and French lines through Germans who, 
falling in succeeding charges, told of tho three

cited lor its excellent work. And, It is whis-
